DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: Figure 2 does not show element 12a. A proposed drawing connection or 
corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of 
the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification sliall conclude witli one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1 - 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. With regard to claims 1 , 3, and 4, it is noted that the 
claims recite the phrase "being located in a subject body" that appears to include the 
subject body as an element of the claimed invention. It appears that Applicant should 
not recite such a relationship in the claims but rather should set forth the relationship as 
"being adapted to be located in a subject body". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

4. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 
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5. Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. The claim improperly includes a body part 
("subject body is in ... a living human") of a living person as an element of the claimed 
invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

7. Claims 1, 5, and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Deficis. Deficis teaches a temperature probe suitable for insertion into a living organism 
(column 4, lines 60 - 61) that includes a thermometer body defining a bulb and channel 
and including a thermally reactive fluid (as illustrated in Figure 1 and described in 
column 2, line 49 - column 3, line 18). Optical measurements via optical fibers are 
performed to remotely determine the sensed temperature. 

Double Patenting 

8. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 11 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1 .130(b). 
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Effective January 1, 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

9. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claim 1 of U.S. Patent No. 6,250,800. 
Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from 
each other because the claim of the patent is drawn to a system that requires an 
implantable thermometer. The claimed implantable thermometer of the patent includes 
a channel, a bulb, a thermally responsive fluid, etc. that are recited in the claims of the 
Instant application. Further, although the claim of the patent does not recite a 
thermometer "body", such an element is inherently necessary to define the physical 
structure of the channel and bulb. As such, any system meeting the limitations of the 
claim of the patent would necessarily include a thermometer element that includes all of 
the features of claims 1 and 2 of the instant application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

10. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Hammer et al. teach an alternate fiber-optic thermometer. Litton and 
vanHooydonk teach various temperature monitoring systems that allow remote 
temperature monitoring; however, they do not use thermometers that include a bulb, 
channel, and fluid structure. The prior art does not teach or suggest a thermometer 
implant that includes a sequent temperature sensing arrangement. Further, the prior art 
does not teach or suggest a thermometer implant that includes a channel that is folded 
or a trigger mechanism for locking the fluid length. 
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11. Claims 3, 4, 6, 8, and 9 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to 
include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
